Donor 

Miss  Lena  Rosewall  was  born  on  Lakeshore  Road  near  this  city  in  1874  and  moved 
to  Racine  in  later  years.  A  student  of  Lincoln  Lore,  she  was  especially  interested  in 
the  part  Mary  Todd  Lincoln  played  in  the  great  national  drama.  Miss  Rosewall 
bequeathed  her  estate  in  1935  to  the  erection  of  a  monument  in  memory  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  wife. 

Sculptor 

Frederick  C.  Hibbard,  Chicago,  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Missouri,  Armour 
Institute  of  Technology,  and  the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago.  Among  his  many  works 
of  sculptural  art  is  a  statue  of  Jefferson  Davis,  in  Frankfort,  Kentucky  and  an 
equestrian  statue  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  at  Vicksburg,  Mississippi. 

Statue 

"Abraham  and  Mary  Todd  Lincoln"  is  said  to  be  the  first  statue  ever  erected  to  an 
American  President  and  his  wife  and  was  dedicated  during  the  100th  year  of  the 
Lincoln's  wedding  anniversary. 

Historical  Significance 

Mary  Todd  Lincoln's  intellectual  background  allowed  her  to  surround  Mr.  Lincoln 
with  a  cultural  home  atmosphere  throughout  their  more  than  20  years  of  married 
life.  The  tremendous  contribution  which  she  made  to  her  husband  is  here  ade- 
quately memorialized  for  the  first  time. 


Location 

Mrs.  Lincoln  spent  the  summer  of  1869  in  Racine  with  her  son,  Tad.  It  was  their 
daily  custom  to  walk  on  Main  Street  from  Congress  Hall,  then  on  Third  Street  to 
Fourteenth  Street  and  back,  stopping  to  rest  in  East  Park,  near  the  site  of  the  statue.

ODD,  STRANGE,  AND  CURIOUS 

Monument  Has  Sculpted 
Figures  of  Lincoln,  Wife 


A  MONUMENT  in  East  Park 
at  Racine,  Wis.,  bears  one 
of  the  few  or  perhaps  the  only 
sculptured  likeness  of  Abra- 
ham and  Mary  Todd  Lincoln 
together.  In  fact,  it  is  one  of 
the  few  or  the  only  statue  of  a 
president  of  the  United  States 
and  his  wife  together. 

The  statue,  the  work  of  Fred- 
erick C.  Hibbard,  was  complet- 
ed after  two  years  of  work 
and  dedicated  July  4,  1942. 
Carved  from  Elberton  gray 
Georgia  marble,  the  statue  it- 
self weighs  five  tons.  Its  base, 
a  block  of  pink  Minnesota  gran- 
ite, weighs  WVz  tons. 

After   Lincoln's   assassina- 


tion, h  i  s  widow,  Mary  Todd 
Lincoln,  frequently  visited  Ra- 
cine. With  her  son,  Thomas,  al- 
so known  as  Tad,  she  often 
sat  in  East  Park.  Accordingly, 
the  park  was  chosen  by  the 
site-  selection  committee  for 
erection  of  the  statue. 

An  estate  estimated  at  $20,- 
000  left  by  Mrs.  Lena  Rosewall, 
an  admirer  of  Lincoln,  financed 
the  statue.  According  to  rec- 
ords of  the  Racine  County  His- 
torical Museum,  I  n  c,  Mrs. 
Rosewall' s  will  stipulated  that 
the  money  was  to  be  used  to 
.erect  a  monument  which  would' 
serve  as  an  inspiration  to  the 
youth  of  Racine. 

During  the  25  years  that  the 


statue  has  been  standing  in 
East  Park,  it  has  twice  re- 
quired "plastic  surgery,"  said 
Richard  W.  Horton,  director 
of  the  museum.  Repairs  were 
required  in  1960,  when  a  14- 
year-old  boy  chipped  the  noses 
from  both  figures  with  a  wa- 
ter-hydrant cap,  and  again  in 
1968,  when  someone  knocked 
the  nose  from  the  Lincoln  like- 
ness. 

Son  of  Lincoln 
Saved  by  Booth 

Robert  Todd  Lincoln,  the  on- 
ly son  of  Abraham  Lincoln  to 
survive  to  manhood,  is  said  to 
have  owed  his  life  to  the  fa- 
mous actor,   Edwin  Booth. 

It  was  in  1864  and  Robert 
was  returning  to  Harvard  Col- 
lege from  the  White  House, 
where  he  had  been  visiting  his  \ 
family.  While  he  waited  on  a 
railroad-station  platform  for  his 
train,  the  shoving  crowd  acci- 
dentally pushed  him  into  the 
gap  between  the  platform  and 
an  approaching  train. 

The  boy  was  helpless  until  a 
strong  hand  reached  out  and 
yanked  him  to  safety.  Back  on 
the  platform,  young  Robert 
recognized  his  rescuer  as  Ed- 
win Booth,  idol  of  the  theater- 
going public  and  brother  of 
John  Wilkes  Booth,  who  assas- 
sinated his  father  the  next  year.

Mary  Todd  Lincoln  Greets 
Women  at  East  Park  Rally 


Mary  Todd  Lincoln  took  the 
stump  for  the  principles  of  her 
rail-splitter  husband  Thursday. 

The  place  was  East  Park,  site  of 
the  only  Lincoln  family  statue. 
The  audience  included  some  400 
women,  many  of  them  attired  in 
bustles  and  bonnets  of  the  Civil 
War  era,  who  responded  to  the 
3,000  personal  invitations  issued 
by  the  Racine  County  Federation 
of  Republican  Women. 

Mrs.  Lincoln's  modern-day 
counterpart  was  Mrs.  Richard  G. 
Harvey  Jr.,  in  lavendar  panniered 
taffeta.  Modern  public  address 
facilities  contributed  to  the  nos- 
talgic mood  of  the  afternoon  with 
Stephen  Foster  music. 

Friends  of  the  Family. 

Flanking  Mrs.  Lincoln  on  the 
improvised  platform  were  Mrs. 
William  Henry  Herndon,  wife  of 
Lincoln's  one-time  law  partner 
and  biographer,  (Mrs.  Lawrence 
H.  Smith),  Mrs.  Lincoln's  brides- 
maid, Julia  Jayne  (Mrs.  John 
Oster,  Jr.)  and,  in  a  colonial  cos- 
tume, Mrs.  Donald  G.  Evans,  who 
led  the  audience  in  the  familiar 
Old  Hundred  doxology,  Praise  God 
from  Whom  All  Blessings  Flow,  to 
close  the  afternoon. 

In  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the 
1952    campaign,    the    afternoon's 


speaker,  Congresswoman  Mar- 
guerite Stitt  Church  of  the  13th 
Illinois  District,  called  for  a  re- 
birth and  a  return  to  basic  party 
principles  on  Nov.  4,  the  110th  an- 
niversary, incidentally,  of  the 
marriage  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
Mary  Todd. 

Characterizing  today's  America 
as  a  "fools'  paradise,"  Mrs.  Church 
plead  for  "housecleaning  in  Wash- 
ington with  a  vim." 

Declaring  that,  from  her  point 
of  view,  the  nation  has  "neither 
freedom  nor  security,"  Mrs. 
Church  cited  the  increasing  en- 
croachment of  federal  regulations 
on  private  lives,  the  pyramiding 
national  debt,  and  the  absence  of 


mental  and  spiritual  security  at- 
tributable to  corruption  in  high 
places. 

Abe  Calls  for  Mary. 

Surprise  of  the  afternoon — a 
surprise  and  closely  guarded 
secret,  even  from  committee  mem- 
bers— came  when  a  coach  drawn 
by  two  spanking  black  horses 
drew  up  on  Lake  Ave.  and  a 
bearded,  top-hatted  Abraham  Lin- 
coln (Fred  Wheeler)  stepped  out 
to  call  for  his  wife,  greeted  the 
public,  and  handed  her  gallantly 
into  the  barouche. 

Miss  Harriet  Wratten  was  gen- 
eral chairman  of  the  unique  rally- 
in-costume,  aided  by  a  large  com- 
mittee, i

niece,  Mary  Thompson  Nichols,  who  was  Mrs.  Brown's 
grandmother.  In  the  same  year,  1870,  another  aunt  gave 
Mrs.  Nichols  the  lace  shawl  Mrs.  Brown  is  wearing. 
Photographers  had  a  virtual  field  day  in  East  Park  with 
the  galaxy  of  costumes  on  display.  The  Lincoln  family 
statue  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind. 


Little  Giant  Wins. 

So,  Lincoln,  who  bested  Stephen 
Arnold  Douglas  in  a  series  of  de- 
bates in  his  early  political  careers, 
apparently  has  lost  to  the  "Little 
Giant"  in  nomenclature  of  one  of 
Racine's  parks. 

However,  the  martyrd  president 
has  a  school  here  named  after  him, 
Lincoln  school,  on  the  northeast 
corner  of  State  street  and  Summit 
avenue;  Lincoln  hospital  at  2015 
Prospect  street;  one  club,  Lincoln 
Fortress;  12  business  houses,  four 
members  of  the  Lincoln  family, 
and  a  statue  on  Northwestern  ave- 
nue. Racine's  only  other  monu- 
ment to  Civil  war  heroes  was  ded- 
icated on  July  4,  1884.  Volume  1 
of  the  History  of  Racine  County 
says: 

Soldier  Monument  Erected. 
"Soon  after  the  organization  of 
Gov.  Harvey  Post  (GAR)  in  Jan- 
uary, 1881,  active  steps  were  tak- 
en   toward    securing    a    soldier's 
monument  for  Racine.     A  build- 
ing committee  aws  appointed,  of 
which   Commander   L.    C.   Porter 
was   chairman,   and   its   members 
begaa  at  once  to  solicit  subscrip- 
tions for  that  purpose  and  were 
so  successful  that  at  the  Memorial 
day  exercises  in  May  of  that  year 
they   were   able   to  report   $2,900  j 
raised.    In  the  winter  of  1881-82  a  j 
great  six-day  fair  was  held  in  the 
opera  house  which  was  liberally 
patronized    by    the    people    and 
which  netted  the  monument  fund 
$3,800.    When  sufficient  funds  had 
been  subscribed  and  otherwise  se- 
cured,   the    committee   contracted 
for  the  monument,  and  on  July  4, 
1884,  in  the  presence  of  thousands 
of  citizens,  it  was  dedicated.     It 
had  been  decided  to  have  a  joint 
celebration  of  the  semi-centennial 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
city  and  the  monument's  dedica- 
tion.   There  had  been  some  objec- 
tion to  the  location  of  the  monu- 
ment on  the  Square  which  for  a 
time    threatened    serious     conse- 
quences to  the  whole  project  but 
in  the  end  there  was  pretty  gen- 
eral agreement  that  the  memorial 
was  properly  placed.    The  monu- 
ment is  of  Vermont  granite  and  its 
cost  was  $8,000." 
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This  is  a  model  of  the  statue  to  he  erected  in  Racine  to  the  memory  of  President  and  Mrs. 
I  Abraham  Lincoln.     Sculptor   Frederick  C.   Hibbard  is  positive  that  no  other  American  city   everj 
erected  a  statue  of  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lincoln.

Dear  Dr.  Warren: 

I  am  the  attorney  for  the  executor  of 
the  estate  of  Lena  Rosewall,  deceased.   Said  de- 
ceased provided  in  her  will  that  all  of  the 
residue  of  her  said  estate  should  be  used  to 
erect  a  monument  to  Abraham  and  Mary  Lincoln 
with  figures  thereon  representing  them.   The 
residue  of  said  estate  will  amount  to  approxi- 
mately $12000.00.   Said  monument  is  to  be  placed 
in  one  of  the  parks  in  this  city. 

We  are  almost  ready  to  let  the  contract 
for  the  monument.  We  have  done  considerable  in- 
vestigating and  work  as  to  the  type  of  monument 
but  find  that  its  selection  presents  some  diffi- 
culties.  In  the  first  place,  its  uniqueness 
makes  it  difficult  to  plan.   In  the  second  place, 
what  position  the  two  figures  representing  Abra- 
ham and  Mary  Lincoln  should  be  placed  on  the 
monument,  that  is,  whether  they  should  be  both 
standing  or  whether  one  should  be  sitting  and  the 
other  standing,  and  if  so,  which  one  should  be 
sitting  and  which  one  standing.   In  the  third 
place,  what  attitude  should  the  figures  have 
toward  each  other  because  of  the  generally  ac- 
cepted view  by  the  public  that  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Lincoln 
did  not  get  along  well  together.   In  the  fourth 
place,  what  period  of  their  married  life  might  this 
monument  best  represent  and  in  the  fifth  place,  the 
limited  amount  of  money  for  such  a  monument.   While 
there  are  other  difficulties,  the  foregoing  have 
been  mentioned  so  that  you  will  understand  some  of 
the  difficulties  confronting  us. 

We  recognize  you  as  one  of  the  outstanding 
authorities  of  the  life  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  feel 
certain  that  you  also  have, no  doubt,  given  consider- 
able time  and  study  to  tne  life  of  the  wife  of  so 
great  a  man,  and  that  because  of  your  knowledge  of 
this  family,  that  you  would  be  in  a  position  to

There  certainly  do  seem  to  be  some  conflicting  reports  about 
the  Lincoln  statue  in  Racine.  Altho  the  Art  Bronze  Foundry 
cast  the  statue  they  say  that  Van  Den  Berger  was  the  sculptor, 
but  the  inscription  on  a  plate  on  the  statue,  a  copy  of  which 
we  sent  to  you  in  a  letter  dated  Oct.  13,  1939,  says  "Cast  by 
American  Art  Bronze  Foundry  (Chicago)  -  Leonard  Volk,  Sc.n 

The  plate  does  not  indicate  the  date  of  the  unveiling  of  the 
statue  but  information  from  our  newspapers  reveals  that  the 
unveiling  took  place  Tuesday,  February  12th  1924.  It  was 
donated  by  the  community  and  former  graduates  of  Lincoln 
school  through  the  Lincoln  Monument  Association. 

The  size  of  the  statue  is  7  feet  4  inches  high  on  a  base  24.  in- 
ches square.  The  bottom  base  is  of  granite  rock  5  feet  by  6 
feet  and  the  second  base  is  3  feet  by  6  feet  surmounted  with  a 
section  of  Barre  Vt.,  polished  granite. 

The  foundation  and  installation  was  done  by  the  B.  H.  Meyers 
Company,  622  Sixth  Street,  Racine.

I  have  finally  been  able  to  get  this  matter  entirely 
closed,  and  have  been  waiting  to  do  so  before  I  wrote  you 
in  detail  regarding  the  event.

Thanks  for  your  kind  letter  of  the  18th 
instant.   In  reply  to  same,  we  are  happy  to  state  that 
on  the  18th  day  of  August,  Mr.  Guy  and  Mr.  Leland  of 
Barre,  Vermont,  were  here  to  see  us  concerning  the  monument 
to  be  erected  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lincoln.   Mr.  Guy  had  in 
mind  the  thought  that  if  he  could  get  the  Barre  Granite 
Association  to  take  over  the  making  of  the  monument,  that 
it  would  be  able  to  give  us  a  monument  worth  from  2  to 
2  l/2  times  the  amount  available  for  the  monument,  for 
the  amount  we  have  for  it.   In  other  words,  the  associa- 
tion might  be  able  to  get  some  sculptor  to  plan  the  monu- 
ment for  the  honor  of  it  or  a  very  small  sum  and  also  to 
get  much  of  the  material  contributed  at  actual  cost  be- 
cause of  the  historic  significance  of  such  a  monument. 

We  asked  Mr.  Guy  to  permit  us  to  consider 
his  suggestion  and  after  so  doing,  we  wrote  him  and  in- 
formed him  we  were  very  much  interested  in  the  proposi- 
tion but  we  would  like  to  have  it  in  more  detail  than 
discussed.   On  August  27,  we  received  a  letter  from  his 
secretary  to  the  effect  that  he  was  laid  up  with  a  cold 
and  that  as  soon  as  he  had  fully  recovered,  he  would  get 
into  communication  with  us.   As  yet,  we  have  not  heard 
from  him.   On  September  17,  I  wrote  him  making  inquiries 
as  to  his  health  and  also  inquiring  if  he  had  made  any 
progress  along  the  lines  he  discussed  with  us  when  he 
was  here. 

Pardon  me  for  discussing  this  matter  in  de- 
tail but  appreciating  your  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  it, 
I  want  to  give  you  the  complete  picture.   We  like  Mr. 
Guy's  suggestions  and  feel  that  they  should  be  worked  out 
somewhat  in  detail  before  we  can  commit  ourselves  so  that 
we  will  know  what  the  estate  funds  will  provide. 

Also,  Mr.  Frederick  W.  Hibbard,  one  of  Chi- 
cago's leading  sculptors,  is  very  anxious  to  make  the 
monument  and  informs  us  that  he  will  give  us  two  stand- 
ing figures,  heroic  size,  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lincoln,  in

I  think  I  talking  with  you  I  made  It  quite  plain  that 
It  mattered  little  who  the  sculpture  might  be  and  that  it  would 
be  next  to  Impossible  to  Interpret  in  bronze  a  satisfactory 
memorial  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lincoln. 

The  only  son  of  Abraham  and  Mary  Todd  Lincoln  to 
survive  maturity  was  Robert  Lincoln,  a  resident  of  Vermont, 
who  died  in  Vermont  state  and  who  descendants  still  make 
Vermont  their  susner  home. 


While  it  may  be  too  late  now  to  do  anything  in  time 
for  the  100th  anniversary  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  Mary  Todd^ 
marriage  In  November,  yet  that  fact  should  not  stand  In  the 
way  of  a  dignified  and  Impressive  memorial  to  Abraham  Lincoln 
and  his  wife.

Plan  Statue 
To  Abe  Lincoln 
And  His  Wife 

Will  Be  Unveiled 
In  a  Park  Here 
On  Nov.  4        _. 

Racine  on  Wednesday,  Nov.  4 — 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  mar- 
riage of  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
Mary  Todd — will  unveil  the  first 
statue  ever  erected  in  the  United 
States  to  a  president  and  his  wife 
(in  fact  to  any  prominent  Ameri- 
can). This  statue  is  the  gift  of  a 
pioneer  resident,  Miss  Lena  Rose- 
wall,  who  died  on  May  9,  1935, 
leaving  her  entire  estate  for  this 
purpose. 

It  is  expected  that  unveiling  of 
the  monument,  which  is  of  heroic 
size  will  make  Racine  the  mecca 
of  Lincoln-lore  students,  admirers 
of  the  martyred  president,  his- 
torians, scholars,  sculptors  and 
students  from  all  parts  of  the 
nation.  It  is  the  work  of  Fred- 
erick C.  Hibbard,  Chicago  sculptor. 

This  great  exhibit  of  the  sculp- 
tor's art  will  be  erected  in  one 
of  the  Racine  parks  visited  by 
Mrs.  Lincoln  when  she  was  stay- 
ing in  Racine  with  her  son  in 
Congress  Hall  in  the  summer  of 
1869. 

An  Admirer  of  Lincoln. 

Miss  Rosewall,  who  lived  at 
1231  English  street,  died  on  May 
9,  1935,  leaving  an  estate  of 
around  $20,000  and  naming  Wil- 
liam S.  Smith  of  the  law  firm 
of  Potter  &  Smith  as  executor. 
She  was  born  on  the  Lakeshore 
road,  near  the  Four  and  One-Half 
Mile  road,  in  1874  and  spent  her 
early  life  there,  moving  to  this 
city    in   later   years. 

An  admirer  of  the  great  lib- 
erator, Miss  Rosewall  made  a 
study  of  Lincoln-lore.  She  be- 
came impressed  with  the  part  Mrs. 
Lincoln  played  in  developing  the 
Lincoln  character  and  leading 
him  on  to  greatness.  So  in  her 
will,  Miss  Rosewall  directed  that 
a  monument  to  both  should  be  her 
gift  to  Racine. 

A  sister,  Mrs.  Fanny  Houdek, 
and  a  brother,  John  Rosewall, 
both  of  South  Milwaukee,  con- 
tested the  will  in  the  fall  of  1935 
on  the  grounds  that  their  sister 
was  mentally  unbalanced,  but 
Judge  J.  Allan  Simpson  ruled  that 
Miss  Rosewall  was  competent  and 
that  the  will  should  be  entered 
for  probate.  Relatives  appealed 
to  the  Wisconsin  supreme  court, 
which  in  1937  upheld  the  ruling, 
however,  and  the  will  was  entered 
for  probate  in  the  Racine  court. 
Recently  Liquidated. 

Because  of  financial  conditions 
at  that  time,  Mr.   Smith,  on  ad- 


vice of  his  partner,  Louis  D.  Pot- 
ter, decided  not  to  attempt  to 
liquidate  the  securities  and  assets, 
and  it  was  only  about  a  year  ago, 
when  conditions  improved,  that 
this  was  done. 

Under  terms  of  the  will,  selec- 
tion of  a  sculptor,  type  of  mate- 
rial to  be  used,  location  etc.,  all 
were  left  to  Mr.  Smith.  Only  ex- 
ception was  that  round  figures  of 
heroic  proportions,  showing  both 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lincoln,  should  be 
erected. 

Atty.  Smith  and  Potter  con- 
sulted with  directors  at  the  Chi- 
cago Art  institute  about  a  year 
ago  and  were  given  names  of -sev- 
eral famous  sculptors  in  this 
immediate   district. 

Finally  Frederick  C.  Hibbard, 
Chicago,  was  given  the  commis- 
sion. Enthusiastic  from  the  first, 
Mr.  Hibbard  said  that  to  his 
knowledge  no  other  American  city 
has  a  statue  of  a  famous  Ameri- 
can and  his  wife  and  he  is  posi- 
tive that  this  is  the  only  time  any- 
one thought  of  so  honoring  Mrs. 
Lincoln. 

Mr.  Hibbard,  co-operating  with 
the  executors,  reduced  his  usual 
fee  and  took  infinite  pains  to 
model  his  working  groups.  Lin- 
coln's features  were  taken  di- 
rectly from  a  life  mask.  Lincoln- 
lore  collectors,  curators,  artists 
and  others  assisted  Mr.  Hibbard 
so  that  his  work  could  be  au- 
thentic 

Famous  in  Midwest. 

Mr.  Hibbard,  a  graduate  of  the 

University  of  Missouri,  has  studied 
his  art  in  the  best  galleries  and 
studios  in  Europe.  Some  of  his 
work  includes  a  heroic  sized  statue 
of  Mark  Twain  at  Hannibal,  Mo.; 
others  of  Tom  Sawyer  and 
Huckleberry  Finn,  famous  Twain 
characters;  one  of  Jefferson  Davis, 
president  of  the  southern  states 
at  the  time  of  the  Civil  war; 
Speaker  Rainey  of  Illinois  and 
others. 

The  statue  will  top  a  pedestal 
of  Minnesota  pink  granite,  five 
feet  high,  and  6V2  by  4  feet  in  di- 
mensions. Figure  of  Mrs.  Lin- 
coln, standing  at  the  side  of  a 
chair  occupied  by  her  husband,  is 
seven  feet  tall  and  chiseled  from 
Elberton  gray  granite  from  a 
Georgia  quarry. 

Mr.  Hibbard  has  been  working 
for  a  year  on  the  group,  which 
is  nearing  completion.  Arrange- 
ments are  being  made  to  find  a 
proper  location  for  the  monument 
and  all  details  of  the  unveiling 
are  being  worked  out  by  Mr. 
Potter  and  Mr.  Smith.  Work  soon 
will  be  started  on  the  foundation. 
Mrs.  Lincoln  and  her  son  Tad 
spent  the  hot  months  of  one  sum- 
mer in  Racine. 

Still  mourning  the  death  of  her 
husband,  Mrs.  Lincoln,  in  a  letter 
written  in  Racine  on  June  30,  1869, 
told  a  friend  that  she  did  not  in- 
tend to  take  up  housekeeping  again.

I  am  compelled  from  the  necessity 
of  my  house  neither  being  rented 
or  sold  to  return  to  it. 

"I  think  I  shall  never  undertake 
j  housekeeping  again.  That  good 
husband  of  yours  will  agree  with 
me  that  I  am  returning  to  my 
senses.  I  find  some  friends  resid- 
ing here,  Senator  Doolittle  and 
family.  His  wife  is  a  sweet,  un- 
pretending woman  with  great  good 
sense  and  a  very  sympathetic  heart. 
She  has  been  twice  to  see  me  and 
last  evening,  she  called  for  me  in 
her  carriage  to  visit  Racine  college. 

Describes  College. 

"I  can  not  express  to  you  how 
beautifully  the  college  is  situated 
on  the  banks  of  the  lake,  the 
grounds,  90  acres  in  extent,  a  com- 
plete grove  with  the  buildings  sit- 
uated in  the  midst.  We  were,  of 
course,  most  graciously  received  by 
the  heads,  Dr.  DeKoven,  attired 
very  much  like  a  Jesuit  priest. 
With  an  air  of  great  suavity,  he 
conducted  us  throughout  the  build- 
ings. 

"My  feelings  were  especially 
moved  by  seeing  the  little  white 
cots  of  the  boys,  where  they  are 
wont  to  repose  so  far  away  from 
their  loving  mothers  who  would  at 
|  any  moment  almost  give  their  lives 
to  see  them.  Everything  is  beauti- 
ful and  comfortable — yet  how  could 
I,  who  have  been  deprived  of  so 
much  and  have  so  little  left  to  love, 
be  separated  from  my  precious 
child.  It  appears  to  be  an  exaction 
that  each  child  must  board  at  the 
college.  Saturday  they  attend 
school  and  Monday  is  a  holiday. 

"As  much  as  I  am  now  feeling 


the  necessity  for  Taddie  being 
especially  cared  for  and  taught 
obedience  by  kind  and  gentle 
school  treatment,  yet  there  was  an 
air  of  restraint  which  I  did  not 
exactly  like.  Yet  it  must  be  a  most 
excellent  school.  It  is  still  in  ses- 
sion and  remains  so  until  Sept.  25. 
Is  it  not  a  strange  order  of  things? 
And  then  begins  again  in  early 
November. 

"Senator  Doolittle  resides  almost 
adjoining  the  college.  The  walks 
here  are  shady  and  very  pleasant. 
Each  morning  I  have  walked  two 
miles.  I  scarcely  know  what  I  shall 
do  about  Taddie.  I  had  not  made 
up  my  mind  to  send  him  to  school 
this  summer  and  I  scarcely  think 
I  shall.

I  should 
judge  they  are  high  church;  their 
singing  amounted  to  almost  a  Te 


Deum.  How  I  wish  I  could  see  you. 
Do  spare  a  day  or  two  down  here." 

Taddie  Died  in  1871. 

Thomas  Lincoln — or  Taddie,  died 
in  1871  while  Robert  lived  until 
1926,  most  of  the  time  in  Chicago, 
and  once  served  as  a  cabinet  mem- 
ber. Mrs.  Lincoln  died  in  his  home 
on  July  16,  1882.  Two  other  sons 
died  before  the  president's  assas- 
sination, Edward  Baker,  the  second, 
in  infancy,  and  William  Wallace, 
the  first  year  of  their  stay  in  Wash- 
ington. 

Eugene  W.  Leach,  Racine  his- 
torian who  died  a  few  years  ago, 
wrote  the  following  for  the  Jan. 
16,  1926  edition  of  the  Racine 
Journal-News,  to  describe  Mrs. 
Lincoln's  visit  here: 

"The  late  Mr.  Charles  Bucking- 
ham, in  an  interview  I  had  with 


about  Fourteenth,  and  bacK  every 
pleasant  day,  presumably  for  ex- 
ercise, and  he  saw  them  very 
frequently.  I  have  had  the  same 
story,  in  its  essentials,  from  the 
lips  of  others  also,  but  am  not  able 
to  fix  the  year,  except  that  it  was 
soon  after  the  Heath  of  the  presi- 
dent."

House. 

Douglas  avenue  recreation  cen- 
ter which  for  years  was  known  as 
Union  park,  adopted  the  name  of 
Lincoln  in  1925  and  was  so  called 
until  1938  when  it  was  named 
Douglas. 

When  ball  games,  indoor  games 
and  other  events  were  to  be  staged 
there,  it  became  the  custom  to 
say  "Douglas  park"  and  the  prac- 
tice ultimately  led  to  adoption  of 
the  name. 

Little  Giant  Wins. 

So,  Lincoln,  who  bested  Stephen 
Arnold  Douglas  in  a  series  of  de- 
bates in  his  early  political  careers, 
apparently  has  lost  to  the  "Little 
Giant"  in  nomenclature  of  one  of 
Racine's  parks. 

However,  the  martyrd  president 
has  a  school  here  named  after  him, 
Lincoln  school,  on  the  northeast 
corner  of  State  street  and  Summit 
avenue;  Lincoln  hospital  at  2015 
Prospect  street;  one  club,  Lincoln 
Fortress;  12  business  houses,  four 
members  of  the  Lincoln  family, 
and  a  statue  on  Northwestern  ave- 
nue. Racine's  only  other  monu- 
ment to  Civil  war  heroes  was  ded- 
icated on  July  4,  1884.  Volume  1 
of  the  History  of  Racine  County 
says: 

Soldier  Monument  Erected. 

"Soon  after  the  organization  of 
Gov.  Harvey  Post  (GAR)  in  Jan- 
uary, 1881,  active  steps  were  tak- 
en toward  securing  a  soldier's 
monument  for  Racine.  A  build- 
ing committee  aws  appointed,  of 
which  Commander  L.  C.  Porter 
was  chairman,  and  its  members 
began  at  once  to  solicit  subscrip- 
tions for  that  purpose  and  were 
so  successful  that  at  the  Memorial 
day  exercises  in  May  of  that  year 
they  were  able  to  report  $2,900 
raised.  In  the  winter  of  1881-82  a 
great  six-day  fair  was  held  in  the 
opera  house  which  was  liberally 
patronized  by  the  people  and 
which  netted  the  monument  fund 
$3,800.  When  sufficient  funds  had 
been  subscribed  and  otherwise  se- 
cured, the  committee  contracted 
for  the  monument,  and  on  July  4, 
1884,  in  the  presence  of  thousands 
of  citizens,  it  was  dedicated.  It 
had  been  decided  to  have  a  joint 
celebration  of  the  semi-centennial 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
city  and  the  monument's  dedica- 
tion. There  had  been  some  objec- 
tion to  the  location  of  the  monu- 
ment on  the  Square  which  for  a 
time  threatened  serious  conse- 
quences to  the  whole  project  but 
in  the  end  there  was  pretty  gen- 
eral agreement  that  the  memorial 
was  properly  placed.  The  monu- 
ment is  of  Vermont  granite  and  its 
cost  was  $8,000."

Racine  on  Wednesday,  Nov.  4— 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  mar- 
riage of  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
Mary  Todd — will  unveil  the  first 
statue  ever  erected  in  the  United 
States  to  a  president  and  his  wife 
(in  fact  to  any  prominent  Ameri- 
can).

So.  Lincoln:  wh«  bested  Steph;^ 
Arnold  Douglas  in  a  series  of  de- 
bates in  his  early  political  careers, 
apparently  has  lost  to  the  "Little 
Giant"  in  nomenclature  of  one  of 
Racine's  parks. 

However,  the  martyrd  president 
has  a  school  here  named  after  him, 
Lincoln  school,  on  the  northeast 
corner  of  State  street  and  Summit 
avenue;  Lincoln  hospital  at  2015 
Prospect  street;  one  club,  Lincoln 
Fortress;  12  business  houses,  four 
members  of  the  Lincoln  family, 
and  a  statue  on  Northwestern  ave- 
nue. Racine's  only  other  monu- 
ment to  Civil  war  heroes  was  ded- 
icated on  July  4,  1884.  Volume  1 
of  the  History  of  Racine  County 
says: 

Soldier  Monument  Erected. 

"Soon  after  the  organization  of 
Qpv.  Harvey  Post  (GAR)  in  Jan- 
uary, 1881,  active  steps  were  tak- 
en toward  securing  a  soldier's 
monument  for  Racine.  A  build- 
ing committee  aws  appointed,  of 
which  Commander  L.  C.  Porter 
was  chairman,  and  its  members 
began  at  once  to  solicit  subscrip- 
tions for  that  purpose  and  were 
so  successful  that  at  the  Memorial 
day  exercises  in  May  of  that  year 
they  were  able  to  report  $2,900 
raised.  In  the  winter  of  1881-82  a 
great  six-day  fair  was  held  in  the 
opera  house  which  was  liberally 
patronized  by  the  people  and 
which  netted  the  monument  fund 
$3,800.  When  sufficient  funds  had 
been  subscribed  and  otherwise  se- 
cured, the  committee  contracted 
for  the  monument,  and  on  July  4, 
1884,  in  the  presence  of  thousands 
of  citizens,  it  was  dedicated.  It 
had  been  decided  to  have  a  joint 
celebration  of  the  semi-centennial 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
city  and  the  monument's  dedica- 
tion. There  had  been  some  objec- 
tion to  the  location  of  the  monu- 
ment on  the  Square  which  for  a 
time  threatened  serious  conse- 
quences to  the  whole  project  but 
in  the  end  there  was  pretty  gen- 
eral agreement  that  the  memorial 
was  properly  placed.

Plan  Statue

Racine  on  Wednesday,  Nov.  4— 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  mar- 
riage of  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
Mary  Todd — will  unveil  the  first 
statue  ever  erected  in  the  United 
States  to  a  president  and  his  wife 
(in  fact  to  any  prominent  Ameri- 
can). This  statue  is  the  gift  of  a 
pioneer  resident,  Miss  Lena  Rose- 
wall,  who  died  on  May  9,  1935, 
leaving  her  entire  estate  for  this 
purpose.  ■  f 

It  is  expected  that  unveiling  of 
the  monument,  which  is  of  heroic 
size  will  make  Racine  the  mecca 
of  Lincoln-lore  students,  admirers 
of  the  martyred  president,  his- 
torians, scholars,  sculptors  and 
students  from  all  parts  of  the 
nation.  It  is  the  work  of  Fred- 
erick C.  Hibbard,  Chicago  sculptor. 

This  great  exhibit  of  the  sculp- 
tor's art  will  be  erected  in  one

Miss  Lena  Rose- 
wall,  who  died  on  May  9,  1935, 
leaving  her  entire  estate  for  this 
purpose.  t 

It  is  expected  that  unveiling  of 
the  monument,  which  is  of  heroic 
size  will  make  Racine  the  mecca 
of  Lincoln-lore  students,  admirers 
of  the  martyred  president,  his- 
torians, scholars,  sculptors  and 
students  from  all  parts  of  the 
nation.

A  sister,  Mrs.  Fanny  Houdek, 
and  a  brother,  John  Rosewall, 
both  of  South  Milwaukee  con- 
tested the  will  in  the  fall  of  1935 
on  the  grounds  that  their  sister 
was  mentally  unbalanced,  but 
Judge  J.  Allan  Simpson  ruled  that 
Miss  Rosewall  was  competent  and 
-that  the  will  should  be  entered 
i  for  probate.  Relatives  appealed 
to  the  Wisconsin  supreme  court, 
which  in  1937  upheld  the  ruling, 
however,  and  the  will  was  entered 
for  probate  in  the  Racine  court. 
Recently  Liquidated. 
Because  of  financial  conditions 
at  that  time,  Mr.  Smith,  on  ad- 
vice of  his  partner,  Louis  D.  Pot- 
ter, decided  not  to  attempt  to 
liquidate  the  securities  and  assets, 
and  it  was  only  about  a  year  ago, 
when  conditions  improved,  that 
this  was  done. 

Under  terms  of  the  will,  selec- 
tion of  a  sculptor,  type  of  mate- 
rial to  be  used,  location  etc.,  all 
were  left  to  Mr.  Smith.  Only  ex- 
ception was  that  round  figures  of 
heroic  proportions,  showing  both 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lincoln,  should  be 
erected. 

Atty.  Smith  and  Potter  con- 
sulted with  directors  at  the  Chi- 
cago Art  institute  about  a  year 
ago  and  were  given  names  of  sev- 
eral famous  sculptors  in  this 
immediate  district. 

Finally  Frederick  C.  Hibbard, 
Chicago,  was  given  the  commis- 
sion. Enthusiastic  from  the  first 
Mr.  Hibbard  said  that  to  his 
knowledge  no  other  American  city 
has  a  statue  of  a  famous  Ameri- 
can and  his  wife  and  he  is  posi- 
tive that  this  is  the  only  time  any- 
one thought  of  so  honoring  Mrs. 
Lincoln. 

Mr.  Hibbard,  co-operating  with 
the  executors,  reduced  his  usual 
fee  and  took  infinite  pains  to 
model  his  working  groups.  Lin- 
coln's features  were  taken  di- 
rectly from  a  life  mask.  Lincoln- 
lore  collectors,  curators,  artists 
and  others  assisted  Mr.  Hibbard 
so  that  his  work  could  be  au- 
thentic

TO  BOTH  THE  LINCOLNS 

Mary  Todd  Lincoln,  a  tragic 
figure  in  American  history  who 
has  been  the  victim  of  calumny  on 
the  part  of  many  writers  and  of 
the  movies,  the  latter  with  their 
usual  capacity  for  twisting  many 
historical  facts  to  fit  the  box  of- 
fice, at  last  is  to  be  honored  in 
beautiful  granite  in  Racine,  Wis. 

Not  only  will  this  be  the  first 


miserable  for  her  immortal  hus- 
band. 

Spent  Sumer  in  Racine. 

Racine  may  seem  an  odd  place 
for  such  a  marker,  for  there  is 
no  sound  evidence  to  show  that 
Lincoln,  who  already  had  lost  two 
less  it  was  on  his  way  to  Mil- 
waukee to  fill  a  speaking  engage- 
ment in  1859. 

But  it  is  the  city  where  Mrs. 
Lincoln,  who  already  lost  two 
sons  and  her  husband  and  whose 


ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  and  his  wife,  Mary  Todd  Lincoln,  tragic  fig- 
ures in  American  history,  are  to  he  honored  by  this  beautiful  statue 
in  a  public  park  in  Racine,  Wis.  The  work  is  being  done  by 
Frederick  Hibbard,  famous  American  sculptor. 


such  tribute  paid  to  Mrs.  Lincoln, 
but  it  is  also  the  first  time  that 
such  a  memorial  has  been  erected 
to  the  memory  of  both  an  Ameri- 
can president  and  his  wife. 

The  figures  of  Lincoln  will  be 
seated  and  at  his  right  will  be  Mrs. 
Lincoln,  standing  with  her  left 
hand  on  her  husband's   shoulder. 

From  three  sources  came  mater- 
ial for  the  story  on  this  unusual 
and  long  deserved  memorial  to 
Mary  Todd  Lincoln.  The  Racine 
Journal-Times  furnished  a  copy  of 
a  news  story,  and  the  Chicago 
Tribune  sent  the  mat  and  the  Lin- 
coln National  Life  Foundation 
supplied  the  historical  data  to  re- 
fute the  common  belief,  set  forth 
by  man:  writers  and  by  the  mov- 
ies, that  Mary  Todd  Lincoln  was 
a  shrewish  woman,  a  19th  cen- 
tury   Xanthippe    who    made    life 


mind  was  broken  by  her  grief, 
spent  the  summer  of  1869  with 
her  son,  Tad,  or  Thomas  Lincoln 
who  died  two  years  later. 

Seven  years  ago  Miss  Lena 
Rosewall,  a  res  lent  of  Racine, 
left  her  entire  estate  of  $20,000 
to  the  city  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  such  a  marker  to  Abra- 
ham and  Mary  Todd  Lincoln. 

She  was  a  student  of  Lincoln's 
life  and  was  impressed  with  the 
part  that  Mary  Todd  Lincoln 'had 
played  in  rounding  out  her  hus- 
band's character  in  the  nearly  23 
years  that  she  was  his  wife. 

Relatives  of  Miss  Rosewall  tried 
to  break  the  will  but  failed.  Fin- 
ally Frederick  C.  Hibbard  of  Chi- 
cago noted  sculptor  was  given  a 
commission  to  create  the  statue 
which  will  stand  in  a  public  park. 
The  features  of  Lincoln  were  tak- 


en from  a  life  mack.  Lincoln  au- 
thorities aided  Hibbard  in  gath- 
ering data  to  make  the  work  out- 
standing and  historically  authen- 
tic. 

Granite  and  Marble. 

The  statue  will  top  a  pedestal 
of  Minnesota  pink  granite  five 
feet  high  and  six  and  a  half  feet 
in  dimensions.  The  figure  of  Mrs. 
Lincoln  will  be  seven  feet  tall, 
chiselled  from  Elberton  gray  gran- 
ite from  a  Georgia  quarry.  The 
work  has  been  going  on  for  a 
year,  and  was  to  have  been  com- 
pleted by  November  4,  1942,  the 
100th  anniversary  of  the  Lincoln's 
marriage. 

The  tragic  figure  of  Mary  Todd 
Lincoln,  who  occupied  one  of  the 
most  difficult  positions  ever  given 
any  American  woman,  has  been 
passed  over  by  many  writers  who 
chose  instead  to  romanticize  Ann 
Rutledge,  a  womn  that  Abraham 
Lincoln  never  mentioned  in  all  his 
voluminous  correspendence  so 
far  as  known.  Whatever  passed 
between  them  remained  locked  in 
his  memory  until  he  died. 

The  movies  have  shown    Mary 
Todd   Lincoln   as  a  scolding   wife 
who   is    reputed   to   have   thrown 
coffee  at  her  husband  and  chased , 
him  from  the  house  with  a  broom,  j 
As  Dr.  Louis  Warren,  director  of  j 
the  Lincoln  National  Life  founda- 
tion   points    out,    maybe    Lincoln 
deserved    such    rough    treatment 
occasionally.    The    man    of    jokes 
and  pranks  on  the  judicial  circuit 
and  in  the  court  room  some  times 
lost  his  good  nature  when  he  came 
home    to    a    houseful    of    growing 
and  shouting  boys  in  Springfield. 

But  the  movies  and  some  of  the 
writers  on  Mary  Todd  Lincoln 
have  never  taken  the  trouble  to 
examine  autthentic  historical  mat- 
ter showing  a  different  side  of 
her  character. 

They  have  never  shown  Mary 
Todd  Lincoln  visiting  the  sick 
wounded  soldiers  in  the  crowded 
army  hospitals  of  Civil  war  Wash- 
ington, carrying  fruit,  cigars,  can- 
dy and  flowers  bought  at  her  own 
expense  or  that  of  the  president  to 
bring  cheer  to  the  patients. 
Wrote  Soldier's  Letter. 

Neither  have  they  shown  Mar> 
Todd  Lincoln  sitting  at  the  bed- 
side of  a  '16-year-old  Union  sol- 
dier, who  had  been  gravely  ill 
for  three  weeks,  to  write  a  letter 
to  his  mother,  saying  that  he  was 
recovering.  That  letter  was  treas- 
ured by  the  family  of  the  soldier 
for  many  years,  and  probably  its 
still  in  their  possession. 

The  movies  and  many  writers 
have  conveniently  overlooked  the 
fact  that  Mary  Todd  Lincoln  was 
a  cultured  and  talented  woman, 
and  that  she  taught  social  graces 
to  her  great  husband,  which  she 
had  acquired  in  Lexington,  Ky.,  a 
city  that  has  never-,  seen  fit  to 
pay  any  tribute  to  the  wife  of 
Abraham  Lincon. 

These  writers  skipped  over  the 
fact  that  when  Mary  Todd  Lin- 
coln left  Springfield  en  route  to 
the  White  House  she  was  leaving 
her  home  of  many  years.  She  also 
was  leaving  the  grave  of  one  son 
and  finally  when  she  quit  Wash- 
ington in  that  tragic  summer  of 
1865  she  had  left  her  only  two 
sons,  Robert  and  Tad  of  whom  only 
Robert  still  remained  when  her 
troubled  life  came  to  an  end  in 
1882.

Monument  to  Mary  Todd  and 
Abraham  Lincoln. 

Two  years  in  the  making,  a  huge 
five  ton  granite  group  of  Mary  Todd 
and  Abraham  Lincoln  was  completed 
yesterday  and  prepared  for  shipment 
to  Racine,  Wis.,  where  it  is  sched- 
uled to  be  unveiled  on  July  4  in 
East  park. 

Executed  by  Sculptor  Frederick  C. 
Hibbard  of  923  East  60th  street,  the 
monument  was  provided  for  in  the 
will  of  the  late  Lena  Rosewall  of 
Racine,  a  student  of  Lincolniana,  as 
a  gift  to  that  city. 

Sculptor  Hibbard  said  he  believed 
the  group  was  the  first  ever  execut- 
ed of  a  President  and  his  wife  and 
the  first  of  Mary  Todd  Lincoln. 

The  sculptor  said  East  park  had 
been  selected  as  the  site  for  the 
monument,  because  history  records 
that  Mary  Todd  Lincoln  spent  many 
afternoons  in  the  park  while  spend- 
ing a  summer  in  Racine  with  her 
son,  Tad,  after  the  assassination  of 
President  Lincoln. 
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ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  AND  MARY  TODD  LINCOLN  IN  STATUARY 


An  heroic  statue  of  Abraham  and 
Mary  Todd  Lincoln  was  dedicated  at 
Eacine,  Wisconsin,  on  July  4,  1943.  It 
is  said  to  be  "The  first  monument  to  be 
dedicated  to  a  President  of  the  United 
States  and  his  wife,"  and  it  is  the  first 
attempt  to  portray  Mrs.  Lincoln  in 
sculptural  art. 

The  Donor 

It  seems  appropriate  that  a  woman 
should  be  the  donor  of  this  unique 
statue  in  which  the  figure  of  Mrs.  Lin- 
coln, in  some  respects,  overshadows 
the  likeness  of  her  husband.  There 
lived  in  Racine  for  many  years  a  wom- 
an named  Miss  Lena  Rosewall,  who  be- 
came a  great  admirer  of  the  martyred 
President.  In  her  casual  reading  of  the 
Lincoln  story  she  had  come  to  believe 
that  Mrs.  Lincoln  never  was  given 
proper  credit  for  the  part  she  played  in 
the  development  of  President  Lincoln. 

Miss  Rosewall  died  on  May  9,  1935 
and  her  entire  estate  of  about  $20,000 
was  made  the  basis  of  a  bequest  which 
designated  that  a  statue  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Lincoln  be  created  and  presented 
to  the  city  of  Racine.  The  provisions  of 
the  will  were  fully  consummated  when 
Mayor  Francis  H.  Wendt  received  the 
statue  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  Racine. 
The  law  firm  of  Potter  and  Smith  were 
executors  for  the  estate  and  superin- 
tended the  carrying  out  of  the  be- 
quest. 

The  Sculptor 

This  new  creation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lincoln  in  stone  is  the  work  of  Freder- 
ick C.  Hibbard,  of  Chicago.  While  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  funds  were  not 
sufficient,  and  the  times  not  propitious, 
to  allow  the  statue  to  be  cast  in  bronze, 
however,  many  of  Mr.  Hibbard's  best 
works  have  been  done  in  stone.  This  is 
the  sculptor's  first  heroic  study  of  Lin- 
coln, although  he  has  done  many  of  Lin- 
coln's contemporaries,  including  a 
statue  of  Jefferson  Davis,  erected  at 
Frankfort,  Kentucky,  and  one  of 
Ulysses  S.  Grant,  at  Vicksburg,  Mis- 
sissippi. 

The  Statue 

The  sculptor  has  presented  a  rather 
pleasing  portrait  of  Mrs.  Lincoln,  using 
as  a  study  for  her  attire,  the  dress 
worn  at  the  First  Inaugural;  in  fact, 
the  work  is  an  attempt  to  portray  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Lincoln  at  the  time  they  en- 
tered the  White  House,  and  before  the 
cares  of  the  administration  began  to 
tell  in  the  features  of  both  the  Presi- 
dent and  his  wife. 

Flowers  and  jewelry  which  con- 
tributed to  the  grandeur  of  Mrs.  Lin- 
coln's apparel  are  very  much  in  evi- 
dence. While  it  may  not  be  difficult  to 
chisel  in  granite  a  pioneer  woman  in 


frontier  garb,  it  is  a  task  for  a  master 
to  create  an  acceptable  figure  in  for- 
mal evening  dress,  out  of  cold,  hard 
stone. 

The  sculptor  has  given  us  a  submis- 
sive husband  in  Mr.  Lincoln  and  his 
seated  position  beside  his  wife,  so  short 
of  stature,  is  just  as  Mary  would  have 
it.  There  was  never  any  photograph 
taken  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lincoln  in  a 
group;  if  there  had  been  we  are  in- 
clined to  believe  that  the  pose  prepared 
by  Mr.  Hibbard  would  not  be  objec- 
tional  to  either  of  them. 

Historical  Significance 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  sculptor 
and  the  executor  of  the  Rosewall  es-

tate  to  have  the  statue  ready  for  dedi- 
cation on  November  4th,  1942,  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  marriage  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  and  Mary  Todd,  but  delay 
in  the  completion  of  the  statue  caused 
the  postponement  of  the  event  until 
July  4,  1943.  This  date,  however,  falls 
within  the  100th  anniversary  year,  so 
something  of  the  centennial  aspect  was 
contributed  to  the  dedication  atmos- 
phere. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lincoln  lived  to- 
gether over  twenty-two  years  and  the 
part  she  played  in  the  making  of  Mr. 
Lincoln  is  here  memorialized  in  a  per- 
manent form  for  the  first  time. 

Those  who  had  any  part  in  the  crea- 
tion of  the  statue  and  the  planning  for 
its  final  acceptance  by  the  city  of  Ra- 
cine will  be  greatly  disappointed  if  its 
presence  does  not  keep  continually  in 
the  foreground  the  need  of  a  more  sym- 
pathetic study  of  Mrs.  Lincoln.  It  is 


fortunate,  indeed,  that  the  new  Mary 
Lincoln  book,  by  Anne  Colver,  came 
from  the  press  preliminary  to  the  dedi- 
cation of  the  statue,  and  it  contributed 
much  to  the  interest  of  this  new  artis- 
tic interpretation  of  Mrs.  Lincoln  and 
her  husband. 

Location 

The  location  of  the  statue  is  in  East 
Park  and  faces  Main  Street,  along 
which  Mrs.  Lincoln  often  walked  in 
1869,  when  for  a  brief  time  she  was  a 
resident  of  Racine.  It  would  appear  that 
in  this  city  she  found  some  rest  and 
quiet,  and  the  park  entirely  surround- 
ed by  private  homes  is  all  that  could 
be  desired  for  the  atmosphere  of  a 
statue  which  emphasizes  the  domestic 
phase  of  the  Lincoln  story. 

Among  the  letters  of  Mary  Lincoln 
which  have  been  preserved  is  one  writ- 
ten from  Racine  on  June  30,  1869,  to 
Mrs.  Atwood.  Her  reaction  to  Racine  is 
well  set  forth  in  this  paragraph. 

"I  find  the  house  where  I  am  stay- 
ing very  neat,  clean,  and  everyone  anx- 
ious to  please.  I  have  a  parlor  and  bed- 
room fronting  Lake  Michigan  and  I 
find  the  air  very  refreshing.  I  may 
probably  remain  here  some  weeks.  I 
am  finding  the  rest  very  beneficial  to 
me  .  .  .  The  walks  here  are  shady  and 
very  pleasant.  Each  morning  I  have 
walked  two  miles  .  .  ." 

The  letter  also  tells  of  her  visit  to 
Racine  College  which  she  thought  very 
impressive,  situated  on  the  shores  of 
the  lake.  She  contemplated  sending 
Tad  to  school  here  and  commented, 
"Everything  is  beautiful  and  comfort- 
able— yet  how  could  I,  who  have  been 
deprived  of  so  much  and  have  so  little 
left  to  love,  be  separated  from  my 
precious  child." 

Racine  seems  to  be  one  place  where 
no  incidents  occurred  to  disturb  the 
troubled  mind  of  the  widow  Mary  Lin- 
coln, and  students  of  the  Lincoln  saga, 
who  find  it  convenient  to  visit  this  new 
shrine,  will  be  invited  by  the  very  en- 
vironment surrounding  the  statue,  to 
spend  a  few  moments  in  meditation  on 
the  life  and  works  of  Abraham  and 
Mary  Todd  Lincoln. 

This  new  monument  is  not  the  only 
Lincoln  memorial  in  Racine,  as  there  is 
an  heroic  bronze  statue  of  the  Presi- 
dent situated  on  a  plot  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  State,  Summit,  and  Hamilton 
Streets.  It  is  a  replica  of  the  statue  by 
Van  Den  Bergen  at  Clinton,  Illinois, 
although  a  plate  on  the  Racine  statue 
states  it  was  done  by  Volk.  This  bronze 
study  was  sponsored  by  the  Lincoln 
Monument  Association  and  financed  by 
popular  subscriptions  and  special  gifts 
from  graduates  of  the  Lincoln  school. 
It  was  dedicated  February  12,  1934.

AT  RACINE  RITE 

Statue,  Gift  to  City, 
Unveiled  as  Prelude 
To     July    4     Fete 


RACINE,  July  4— (Special)  — 
Racine  today  became  the  first 
city  in  the  United  States  to  have 
a  statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
his  wife,  Mary  Todd.  The  monu- 
ment, gift  of  Miss  Lena  Rosewall, 
who  died  May  9,  1935,  was  un- 
veiled this  afternoon  before  a 
large  crowd  in  sun  and  shadow 
dappled  East  park  as  a  prelude 
to  Racine's  annual  Fourth  of  July 
celebration. 

Prof.  Louis  Warren  of  the  Lin- 
coln Life  foundation,  Ft.  Wayne, 
Ind.,  gave  the  principal  address, 
describing  the  life  of  Lincoln  and 
Mary  Todd,  whom  he  called  a 
"woman  with  a  violent  temper 
but  a  brilliant  mind." 

HOW  WIFE  HELPED 

Mary  Todd  was  tremendously 
helpful  in  improving  Lincoln's  ap- 
pearance, manners  and  conversa- 
tion, he  said,  adding: 

"If  Lincoln  were  alive,  I'm 
sure  he  would  'say  a  good  word 
for  Mary.' 

"Mary  Todd  is  one  figure 
that  has  been  greatly  abused 
by  the  American  people,  by 
popular  writers  and  by  certain 
publications.  But  I  am  glad 
your  city  has  been  able  to  hon- 
or her  as  well  as  Lincoln." 


he  said:  "We  are  striving  to 
maintain  our  freedom  and  the 
words  and  deeds  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  which  left  their  im- 
print on  all  the  world,  lend  in- 
spiration to  us  in  that  strug- 
j  gle." 

Louis  Potter  and  Frank  Star- 
buck,  members  of  the  memorial 
(commission  which  arranged  for 
i  creation  o  fthe  statue,  spoke 
briefly,  Potter  describing  the  life 
of  Miss  Rosewall  and  her  inter- 
est in  Lincoln  and  his  wife. 

TRIBUTE  TO  DEAD 

The  Rev.  Clarence  Seidenspin- 
ner  paid  tribute  to  the  nation's 
dead  and  declared  that  after  this 
war  "we  must  make  sure  there 
is  a  new  birth  of  freedom,  not  to 
a  small  privileged  group,  but  to 
all  people. 

"All  of  us,"  he  said,  "must 
participate  in  seeing  that  new 
patterns  of  international  be- 
havior are  developed.  We  can 
do  this  by  creating  an  informed 
body  of  opinion  which  will  in- 
sure us  against  another  Ver- 
sailles, which  will  make  certain 
that  we  do  not  again  cast  aside 
the  golden  slogans  and  the 
dreams  for  which  we  fight. 
There  is  consolation  for  those 
who  suffer  and  die  if  they  know 
the  purposes  for  which  they 
believed  they  were  fighting  are 
finally  realized.

Unveil  Statue 
In  East  Park 


When  Racine  on  Sunday  dedi- 
cated a  statue  to  Abraham  and 
Mary  Todd  Lincoln  before  a  large 
crowd  in  East  Park,  it  became  the 
first  American  city  to  pay  belated 
tribute  to  memory  of  a  woman 
who  played  a  large  part  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  nation. 

Shunned  alike  hy  Washington 
society  and  her  countrywomen  of 
the  south,  one  faction  regarding 
her  as  a  spy  for  the  south  and  the 
other  as  a  renegade,  Mrs.  Lincoln's 
fine  intellect  cracked  under  the 
strain,  according  to  Dr.  Louis  A. 
Warren,  of  the  Lincoln  Founda- 
tion, Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.,  who  gave  the 
dedicatory  address. 

Would  Have  Pleased  Lincoln. 
"If  Lincoln  were  alive  today," 
said  Dr.  Warren,  "I  am  certain 
that  he  would  ask  you  to  say  a 
good  word  for  Mary."  The  speak- 
er told  of  Mrs.  Lincoln's  intellec- 
tual background  before  her  mar- 
riage, how  she  was  a  graduate  of 
the  finest  women's  school  in  Lex- 
ington, Ky.,  then  regarded  as  the 
Athens  of  America;  how  she  lost 
her  heart  to  Abe,  a  rude,  uncul- 
tured backwoods  man;  instilled 
into  him  her  own  culture  and  did 
much  to  prepare  him  for  the  great 
honor  of 'becoming  president. 

Dr.  Warren  said  Racine  sound- 
ed "a  new  note  in  Lincoln  schol- 
arship" by  dedicating  this  monu- 
ment, bequest  of  Mrs.  Lena  Rose- 
wall,  who  died  May  9,  1935,  and 
one  which  he  hoped  will  bring  be- 
lated justice  to  memory  of  a  much 
maligned  woman.  "You  are  bring- 
ing' to  our  attention,"  he  added 
"the  story  of  a  great  international 
iigure.

Dr.  Seidenspinner  paid  tribute 
to  the  millions  of  young  men  and 
women  now  in  the  armed  forces, 
fighting  to  preserve  the  freedom 
of  this  nation  and  for  all  persons 
who  have  died  in  that  cause.  He 
told  of  Lincoln's  Gettysburg 
speech,  one  of  the- greatest,  he  said, 
of  all  times  and  pictured  "that 
brooding  figure"  who  remembered 
in  compassion  the  countless  dead 
of  the  Civil  war.

ment  InsDire  Devotion  and  Patriot-

RACINE,  Wis.— This  year  Lin- 
coln's anniversary  finds  a  new 
memorial  here — one  believed  to 
be  different  from  all  the  others, 
and  in  fact  different  from  any 
other  Presidential  monument.  The 
inscription  on  the  statue  explains 
its  unique  character  in  these 
words: 

"This  is  the  first  statue  erected 
to  a  President  of  the  United  States 
and  his  wife.  And  the  first  to 
Mary  Todd  Lincoln." 

A  woman  is  responsible  for  this 
gift  to  Racine.  Miss  Lena  Rose- 
wall,  in  a  bequest  to  her  home 
city,  asked  that  a  statue  be  erected 
showing  Mrs.  Lincoln  with  her 
husbandi  The  inscription,  placed 
upon  the  base  of  the  statue  at  her 
request,  is  as  follows: 

"To  Children,  and  All  People, 
May  This  Monument  Inspire  De- 
votion and  Patriotism." 

New  Problem  for  Sculptor 

Frederick  C.  Hibbard  of  Chi- 
cago, the  sculptor,  has  had  a  wide 
variety  of  commissions  to  execute, 
including  memorials  to  Jefferson 
Davis  in  the  Montgomery,  Ala., 
and  Frankfort,  Ky.,  Capitols.  But 
he  never  had  a  problem  quite  like 
'this — a  sculptured  group  of  hus- 
band and  wife.  Before  beginning 
jthe  work,  he-  studied  the  biog- 
,'raphies  of  both  President  and  Mrs. 
Lincoln.  Mrs.  Hibbard,  also  a 
^recognized  sculptor,  joined  her 
husband  in  his  reading  and  many 
evenings  at  the  Hibbard  home 
were  devoted  to  research  into  the 
relationships  of  the  Lincolns.  The 
Hibbards  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  Mary  Todd  Lincoln  has  suf- 
fered much  from  biased  and  un- 
friendly biographers,  that  her 
cultural  background  was  of  great 
help  to  the  President  in  his  career, 
and  that  her  own  letters  show  a 
comradely  relationship  with  her 
husband. 

But  placing  these  two  figures  in 
a  single  setting  still  presented 
problems.  Lincoln  was  a  whole 
foot  taller  than  his  wife.  Mrs. 
Lincoln,  the  sculptor  found,  never 
had  permitted  the  taking  of  a 
picture  of  the  two  standing  to- 
gether. 

Mr.  Hibbard  thought  of  the  old 
daguerreotype  pose,  and  hinted 
of  it  in  his  composition,  which 
shows  Mrs.  Lincoln  standing  be- 
side her  husband  who  is  seated  in 
a  relaxed  position.  The  pose  sug- 
gests also  the  comradship  which 
Mr.  Hibbard  believes  existed  be- 
tween the  two,  despite  Mrs.  Lin- 
coln's occasional  outbursts. 

The  group  was  presented  to  the 
city  in  a  ceremony  last  summer. 
It  is  placed  in  East  Park,  in  a  spot 
which  Mrs.  Lincoln  often  visited 
during  a  summer  spent  in  Racine 
with  her  son,  Tad,  in  1869. 


constant  thought  was  for  his  ad- 
vancement. 

"Let  us  hope  that  this  first 
joint  recognition  of  a  wife's  part 
in  a  President's  success  will  es- 
tablish the  precedent  for  other 
similar  well-deserved  recogni- 
tions." 

In  a  telegram  to  Mayor  Wendt, 
Herbert  D.  Mason  of  Barre,  Vt., 
expressed  the  thoughts  of  many 
who  attended  the  dedication  cere- 
mony. 

"The  commission  was  a  dif- 
ficult one,"  he  said,  "but  Mr,  Hib- 
bard has  handled  it  with  remark- 
able skill.  I  trust  that  the  ex- 
ample set  by  Miss  Rosewall  in 
providing  for  this  first  joint  recog- 
nition of  a  wife's  part  in  a  Pres- 
ident's success  may  prove  to  be 
simply  the  first  of  many  well- 
deserved  but  long-neglected  sim- 
ilar recognitions.  The  failure  to 
recognize  the  wife's  share  in  Pres- 
idential success  has  been  a  most 
unfortunate  feature  of  our  his- 
tory, and  I  trust  this  forward- 
looking  step  is  but  the  beginning 
of  a  new  era  in  that  respect."

Rare  Statue  of  Lincoln  and  Wife 
Draws  Admirers  of  Emancipator 


Racine  Work  Captures 
Happier  Days 

Like  a  fragment  of  happy  mem- 
ory caught  from  the  mind  of  a 
long  dead  unhappy  woman  and 
transmuted  into  granite,  is  the 
statue  of  Abraham  and  Mary 
Todd  Lincoln  in  Racine's  East 
Park. 

It  is  believed  to  be  the  only  ex- 
isting public  statue  of  a  United 
States  President,  sculptured  with 
his  wife.  It  is  the  work  of  Fred- 
erick C.  Hibbard,  Chicago  sculp- 
tor. Miss  Lena  Rosewall  of  Ra- 
cine, who  died  in  1935,  bequeathed 
her  $20,000  estate  for  its  crea- 
tion.   It  was  unveiled  July  4,  1943. 

It  stands  on  a  spot  in  the  cen- 
ter of  the  park  where  Mary  Todd 
Lincoln's  eyes  must  often  have 
fallen,  as  she  sat  on  a  bench 
nearby,  remembering.  That  was 
In  1869,  when  she  spent  the  sum- 
mer in  Racine  with  her  son,  Tad. 

It  was  after  Lincoln's  assassin- 
ation, and  Mrs.  Lincoln's  letters 
to  friends,  posted  in  Racine,  show 
her  struggle  against  the  shadows 
that  were  closing  in  on  her  mind. 
Racine  then  was  a  nationally 
known  summer  resort,  and  Mrs. 
Lincoln  and  her  son  were  staying 
at  the  old  Congress  Hall. 

The  statue  shows  Lincoln  sit- 
ting stiffly,  less  melancholy  than 
usual,  while  his  wife  stands  beside 
him.  One  hand  is  on  his  arm.  Her 
face  is  serene,  almost  smiling. 

Perhaps  a  visualization  of  hap- 
pier times  was  in  th6  fading  eyes 
of  the  broken,  elderly  lady,  as  she 
sat  resting  on  a  bench,  gazing 
idly  at  a  spot  among  the  trees. 
And  perhaps  the  image  lingered 
there;  to  be  frozen  into  the  per- 
manence of  granite  by  a  sensitive 
Bculptor,  nearly  a  century  later. 

At  any  rate,  the  gray  granite 
on  its  pink  granite  pedestal  is  a 
focal  point  for  Wiscdnsin  ad- 
mirers of  Lincoln.  It  will  be  a 
center  of  Racine's  Lincoln  ob- 
servance today — and  Racine,  with 
its  Abraham  Lincoln  Club  devot- 
ed entirely  to  study  of  the  great 
man's  lffe,  is  unusually  lavish  in 
the  honor  it  pays  the  Great 
Emancipator.
